Warren Explains 


Sewer Project to 


Govina Chamber 


ONE DEAD, TWO WOUNDED, IN 


SHOOTING MELEE AT PUENTE 


A midsummer luncheon of the Co- 
ina chamber of 
commerce 
was 


argely attended on Tuesday noon 
,t the Palace of Sweets. The speak- 
r of the day was Sanitary Engineer 
Varren, who gave a comprehensive 
esume' of the metropolitan sewer 
iroject. 


After speaking of the interest 


ivinced in the San Gabriel valley 
'or the construction of the sewer in 
which, he stated, Covina was the 
7oremost leader, Mr. Warren pre- 
icnted a map outlining the boundar- 
es of the sewer district as it will 
e submitted to the supervisors early 
n September. 


The boundaries as described by 


Mr. Warren "take in all of the 
cities of Alhambra and Monterey 
Park and on the southwest corner 
oins up withr sanitation district No. 
2 to the south. Along the west, the 
aoundary line coincides with the 
soundary of Los Angeles. This dis- 
:rict is planned to take care of 
vorything this side of Los Angeles. 
"On the north, we have begun on 


the outside of Pasadena and left it 
out, taking in Flintridge, at the 
solicitaton of Col. Flintham, and 
placed the boundary line as far west 
is the summit. It skirts the foot- 
liills just above the base line, in- 
iluding Altadena, Sierra Madre and 
Monrovia, leaving out some of the 
wash land south of Duarte. The dis- 
trict then takes in Baldwin Park and 
shoestrings up to Azusa, over to 
Glendora and to Covina. 


"My first impression was, and I 


still believe, that the wash land 
should be included, but the argu- 
ment was put up that it was not 
susceptible 
to 
improvement 
and 


should not be burdened with a sewer 
tax. 
I argued back and forth on 


the matter, and it is my opinion that 
the district boundary line should 
have included everything west of 
the river, all the territory between 
Glendora and Azusa, and quite prob- 
ably between Covina 
and Azusa. 


The valuation of the land south of 
Duarte is very small and any indi- 
vidual holdings would have beenjtax- 
ed a very small amount to have the 
possibility of a sewer.

bullet? through his body from the 
gun of Assencio. The two youths 
were also dangerously wounded in 
the melee. 


Assencio is still at large, escaping 


immediately following the shooting. 
The police state that he is a man 
about five feet, nine inches in height. 
It is believed that he has made his 
escape across the Mexican line.

tion of Long Beach, and their elec- 
tion will be soon. 


"The south bay sanitation district 


was made nearly two years ago and 
the work is 50 per cent completed. 
Everything east of that district will 
go into what we term the metropoli- 
tan outfall near Point Firmin. 
"District No. 5 includes Ingle- 


wood, Palos Verde, etc.; No. 1, in- 
cluding Compton; No. 2, taking in 
Belvedere, etc., held their elections 
in February, voting bonds by a large 
majority. 
"I am not prepared to give you a 


definite idea of the cost. From pre- 
liminary estimates, this area will be 
called upon to vote about $4,000,000 
of bonds and to retire -these bonds 
and the operating cost, the maximum 
will probably run about 30 cents 
on the valuation. 
Each year the in- 


erest charges will decrease as the 
jonds are retired. 
Other districts 


run up to GO cents, 42 cents and 


35 cents." 
Mr. Warren stated that the ranch 


property was purposely left 'out, ex- 
.opting a few strips that would prob- 
ably be almost immediately subdi- 
vided. 
These 
outlying 
districts 


would probably be ready for a sewer 
system at a future date, fifteen or 
;weuty years hence, when the pro- 
sent system would need enlarging, 
tie explained that it was economy 
;o plan only for the next twenty or 
;hirty years, as the interest on the 
additional cost of providing for, say 
ifty years, would take care of the 
enlargement when needed.

•judges to be chosen by the board of 
directors of the district.

President Coolidge does not proposp to leave his friends 


in doubt as to where he stands on the enforcement of the 
Volstead act. He has given certain politicians and their 
bootlegging henchmen to understand definitely that his 
administration stands only for law and decency—hence 
his instructions to General Lincoln C. Andrews, assistant 
secretary of the treasury, to leave no stone unturned in 
the enforcement of the law. 


There are those, of course, who do not agree with the 


president on this point; who still believe that the Vol- 
stead act is unconstitutional because it interferes with 
socalled individual liberty; to these the opinion of the 
United States supreme court may be of interest. Read 
it—it is as follows: 


"Government does not interfere with nor impair any- 


one's constitutional rights of liberty or property when it 
determines that the manufacture or sale of intoxicating 
liquor for general or individual use as a beverage, or may 
become hurtful to society and constitute a business in 
which no one may lawfully engage. There is no justifica- 
tion for holding that the state under the guise merely of 
police regulation is aiming to deprive the citizen of his 
constitutional rights for we cannot shut out of view facts 
within knowledge of all that the public health, the pub- 
lic morals and the public safety may be endangered by 
the general use of intoxicating liquors, nor the fact estab- 
lished by statistics accessible to all that idleness, disorder, 
pauperism and crime are in some degree at least trace- 
able to their evils."

df 'the'world'war^ was buried wif hifull military^ fionors 
in the city park by Norfolk Post of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars.

"Peggy" was a British sheep dog, owned by Richard 


J. Jones, a Canadian veteran. She was credited with sav- 
ing a number of soldiers' lives on the battlefield, where 
she received wounds in action while working with the Red 
Cross, afterwards being brought to America, where she 
took part in Liberty loan drives and was "presented" to 
President Wilson. Later she marched in President Hard- 
ing's inaugural parade. 


With a white band around her body, bearing the insig- 


nia of the Red Cross, "Peggy" was buried in a regular 
casket, wrapped in the stars" and stripes and banked high 
with flowers. It was borne by four Boy Scouts, followed 
by a company of veterans 'and hundreds of spectators, 
including a special party from Washington. 
After the 


casket was deposited in the grave, the regulation military 
salute was fired. 


While to many this may seem to be a rather extrava- 


gant honor to a dumb brute, if it shall emphasize and 
forcibly call to mind the devotion and- loyalty of man's 
faithful animal friends, it may aid in securing for them 
better appreciation and more humane treatment. 


In view of her heroic record, of which the above is only 


a mere outline, it appears that "Peggy" was entitled to 
the tribute paid her.—Redlands Pacts. 


Stop Cigarette Sale to Youths 


In declaring war on the use of cigarettes by high school 


pupils, State School Superintendent Will C. Wood is de- 
claring war on a growing evil. School authorities and par- 
ents of pupils should acclaim his campaign as both time- 
ly and important, and they should give him their utmost 
efforts in making his campaign a success. 


We do not suppose that there are any more cigarettes 


stocked by Santa Ana high school students than are smok- 
ed by students of other high schools the size of Santa Ana. 
We do know that whatever cigarettes are smoked by 
students in any high school are just that many too many. 
That cigarettes to a growing child are a direct detriment 
to progress physically, mentally and morally is a proven 
fact; no one denies this to be true. Anything that can be 
done to stop the sale of cigarettes to youths of any age 
or sex and in any locality ought to have swift and ade- 
quate support. 


In many cities small stores established near high schools, 


located there for the purpose of catering to school boy and 
school girl appetites for chewing gum, candy, soda pop 
and ice cream cones, have been suspected of selling cigar- 
ettes to students. The storekeeper who sells cigarettes to 
high school students should be prosecuted vigorously and 
repeatedly. Every storekeeper under suspicion should be 
watched. Any storekeeper who caters to high school trade 
can very easily rid himself of suspicion; all he has to do is 
to take cigarettes out of his stock, and keep them out. 


With Superintendent Wood sounding a call to arms 


against the cigarette in the schools, he points out an 
avenue for activity on the part of parent-teachers' asso- 
ciations of the state. We have no doubt about the attitude 
the associations will take; they will give the state school 
head every possible support in the campaign.—Sauta Ana 
Register.

That the California walnut growc 


must strive to attain two goals in 
the future was stated by Carlyh 
Thorpe, general manager of the Cali 
fornia Walnut Growers association 
at the recent farm bureau walnu 
field day, held in Chino. The firs 
goul is improved quality. Competi 
tion with European nuts is becoming 
keen and although production ir 
those countries is not increasing, ini 
porters have already erected plant 
with up-to-date equipment for grail 
ing and bleaching. As a result, non 
deseript lots of European walnut 
are being graded and branded in 
such a manner that the choicest com 
into active competition 
with 
our 


own. 
All this occurs at a consider- 


ably lower cost to the grower and 
importer than is possible with Cali- 
fornia nuts. 


The second goal to be obtained is 


that of increased production. 
Ac- 


cording to Thorpn, approximately 
one-third of the state's total walnut 
acreage is in full bearing; one-third 
in partial bearing, and one-third non- 
bearing. Within ten years he anti- 
cipates the state's crop will be 
doubled. 
This fact, together with 


competition from foreign nuts, may 
react on market prices to the extent 
that only the most efficient grower 
producing the heaviest yields per 
acre will be able to weather the 
storm. He urges, therefore, greater 
interest in two phases of orchard 
management which directly reflect 
themselves upon quality and quan- 
tity of nuts, namely, the thinning out 
of crowded groves, and an intelli- 
gent study of soil moisture condi- 
tions. 
Crowding and drouth are 


probably responsible more than any 
other factors for the production o* 
second quality nuts and low ton- 
nages.

COVINA DISTRICT WILL 


FIGHT ARGENTINE ANTS 


Local 
growers are 
co-operating 


with the county horticultural com- 
missioner in an effort to reduce the 
Argentine ant infestations in the 
Covina district. Even in areas where 
the Citrophilus mealybug is not as 
yet known to exist, the control work 
is considered to be well worth while 
as it greatly hinders any efforts of 
the mealybug to spread rapidly if 
a foothold is secured. The absoneo 
of the ant is also tin aid to the effi- 
ciency of control for other insects 
secreting honeydew, such as the 
black scale. 


Certain growers who have done ef- 


fective ant control work stated that 
their scale control was less of a prob- 
lem after the ant was eliminated. 


A campaign carried on last season 


in the Covina district shows that 
ants cannot only he controlled but 
possibly eradicated. 
Three heavily 


infested groves treated 
with 
the 


poison syrup last fall show, upon 
reinspection this spring, less than 
one-tenth of the former number of 
ants. In one place where MOO trees 
had been treated, nnta were found 
only on six trees at the time of the 
reirspection. 


Since the 
mealybug secretes a 


sweet-like substance, which is a food 
much desired by the Argentine ant. 
it is natural that the ant should pro- 
tect the mealybug. In this the ant 
goes so far as to drive away insects 
which feed upon and are natural en- 
emies of the mealybug. Since the 
most practical method known of con- 
trolling insects, it can easily be seen 
that if success is to be attained the 
Argentine ant must be eliminated 
before releasing the predators. 


The first step necessary in the con- 


trol of the Argentine ant is a sys- 
tematic inspection of properties be- 
lieved to be infested. 
These exam- 


inations are made by county horti- 
cultural inspectors and not only is 
each Argentine ant infested orchard 
located, but the infested areas of 
individual orchards are shown on 
small maps which are prepared at 
the time of making the inspection.

REMOVE BANDS PROM 


TREES BEFORE SPRAYING 


RINEHART RESIGNS AS 


ROTARY CLUB PRESIDENT 


Quite a number, of citrus trees 


have been banded with burlap for 
Citrophilus meady bug control in 
the Covina district, and Mr. Hussey 
wishes to advise any growers in the 
district whose trees have been band- 
ed that the bands should be removed 
before spraying. These bands should 
be put back on the trees after spray- 
ing in order to carry on their part 
in the mealy bug control. 


Mr. Armitage, county entomologist 


in charge of the mealy bug control, 
states that trees carrying burlap 
bands have been very seriously in- 
jured where the bands have been 
left on the trees during and after 
the spraying with certain oil sprays. 
This is apparently due to the fact 
that oil collects at the burlap bands 
and being protected at that point 
does not evaporate rapidly. 
The 


bandbands being held 
in 
contact 


with the trunk of the tree for a long 
time results in the killing of the 
bark at that point. 


As yet the information and ex- 


periments of the department do not 
indicate whether this danger will 
occur in the case of all oil sprays, 
but they do not advise taking any 
chances. 


The horticultural department is 


making a survey of the district for 
avocado production. Mr. Hussey will 
appreciate the co-operation of the 
growers in the Covina district and 
asks that any grower who has two 
or more avocado trees get in touAh 
with him so he can get the number 
of trees, the age and variety.

of New Boulevard 


Road improvements launched by- 


cities of Los Angeles county 'will 
receive larger financial aid this pres- 
ent fiscal year from the automobile 
license tax than they have ever re- 
ceived before, the assistance that 
v-ill be extended from the portion 
of the county road fund totalling 
approximately $1,225,000, according 
to Supervisor Prescott F. Cogswell, 
under whose jurisdiction the county 
road department comes. 


Los Angeles city will be the most 


favored recipient from the auto li- 
cense tax, being scheduled to receive 
in the neighborhood 
of 
$800,000, 


Supervisor Cogswell said. This sum, 
under the conditions laid down by 
the regulations of distribution, will 
be applied to the improvement of 
main boulevards. 


MANY PROJECTS 


Many such projects 
wore said 


either to be under way in the city 
limits or in contemplation for the 
immediate future. All those to bqpe- 
fit have not yet been designated. 


"The county distribution to cities 


for main boulevards was large last 
year," said 
Supervisor 
Cogswell, 


"but 
did not quite reach the total 


to be allotted during the present 
fiscal twelve-month. 
Among new 


highways for which there has been 
the greatest demand is the proposed 
highway to run from El Monte to 
Baldwin Park. 


"All preliminaries have been, put 


through and we will begin on this 
much needed stretch of boulevard 
within a month. 


PARALLELS TRACK 


"The roadway will parallel tho 


Pacific Electric line, and will pro- 
vide a short cutoff for travel via 
Covina, San Dimas, Claremont, for 
San Bernardino, and in fact, for the 
whole eastern part of the county, 


"Only the automobile license tax 


funds, not the gasoline tax funds, 
can be used in the county's co-op- 
eration with city highway improve- 
ments. Pomona will be helped out 
with Holt avenue, El Monte with 
Main street, Alhambra with Pomona 
boulevard, Long Beach with Ana- 
heim road and Pasadena with Colo- 
rado street. Many other similar 
projects will be listed to receive 
aid.''
